HE merry Chriffmas Carnival being now 
come on, when the good Houfewife makes her 
Husband Eat his Dinner upon a Trencher, to 
preferve her new Scour’d Plates in their fhining 
Beauty, and Pinches the Guts of her Servants 
for the preceding Week, that her Windows 
may be iplendidly adorn’d with fuperftitious 
Greens, and that her Minc’d-Pies and Plumb- 
Poridye may be Richer than her Neighbours. 
We Rambled from the Reverend Dodétors 
bearded Theatre, who being lately Dif- 
sulted at the Ingratitude of his Audience, has divefted ’em of their 
Cufhion and Pulpit-Cloath, which he had before Prefented them with, 
and has left ’em as Loft Sheep, to run headlong to Deftruétion without 
a Guide. ; 





Being now got quite out of our Knowledge, we wandred about like a 
couple of Runaway Prenticés, having confin’d our felves to no particular 
Port, Uncertainty being our Courfe,and meer Accident our Pilot.

Every now and then 
wecame toacommon Vaulting-School, where peeping in, we faw Drunken 
Tarpaalins and their Taadry-Trals Dancing to a Scotch Bagpiper, or a 
Blind Fiddler; where, according to Mother Shiptons Prophecy, there were 
fev en Women to one Man; and at lea{t feventeen Strumpets to one that 
had Mod:/y enough in her looks to be thought otherwife. Sometimes

I could not forbear RefleQting 
on the Prudence of fuch Parents who fend their Unlucky Children 
to Sea to Tame and Reform’em; which Iam well fatisfied is like fending 
a Knave into Scotland, to learn Honefty ; a Fool into Ireland, to learn 
Wit; or a Clown into Holland, to learn Breeding; by any of which 
Meatfures, they that fend ’em may be fure that inftead of mending the 
tll Habits they have contracted, the firft will return more Wi/d, the 
Second more Kyavifb, the third more Fooli/b, and the fourth a greater 
Ciown. ; 


By the time we had made thefe Obfervations and Reflections on 
thofe Maritime kind of Moafters, who had little more to fhow they were 
Men, than that they waik’d Upright, we were ftragg?’d into Waren ; 
and being pritty well tired withour Walk, we went into a Publick »

to maintain you tu cits Lazy life that you lead? Thou knowft I have 'no 
Money, God help me, but what I work as hard for as any Woman in the 
Parifo , therefore, \ohu, it behoves thee to confider I am not able io let thee 
lie upow me in this condition, Why what a Rope ails you Mother? reply’d 
the Fellow. Why jou woud not have the Confcience to turn me a Drift 
now I hove [pent all nzy moncy on Board you, before I have got me another Voyage. 
You are as hafty with a body to turn out, as 4 Boatfwain tn a Storm. Why, Zs 
John, reply’d the Landlady, @oft thou think to get a Voyage by Smoaking 
in the Chimney Corner? No, fays John, hut how do you think & man can 
look out without a penny of Money in his Breeches? I fwear by the Purfers 
honefty, I had as live flep up to furle the Main Saile in a Guft of Wind, 
without a Kyife in my Pocket. To which reply’d the old Beldam, Why 
I would not have thee think what I fpeak is out of any ill will to thee; for 
T hope thou thinkft I am willing to do any thing for thee, as far as I am 
able: Here, there ts Sixpence for thee, and prithee John go and look out, and 
don’t fling it away iaely: For confider ihefe hard times ’tis a great deal of 
Money. He takes the Sixpence, thanks her; and She thus continues, There 
are feveral Ships going out, bound to the Weft-Indies, that want Men; and 
I know thou art as able a Seaman as ever walk’d between Stem and Stern o 
a Ship, that any Commander will be glad to Enter thee. As for that, Mother, 
fays he, I can {peak a Proud word for my felf, there is neer a part of a 
Seaman, from the Splicing of 4 Cable to the Cooking of the Kettle, but 
what I know as well as the Boatfwain.

T could not but refle& on the unhappy lives. of thefe Salt-water kind 
of Vagabonds, who are never at home, but when they’re at Sea, and 
always are wandering when they’re at home; and never contented but 
when they’re on Shore: They’re never at eafe till they’ve receiv’d their 
Pay, and then never fatisfied till they have fpent it: And when their 
Pockets are empty, they are Juft as much refpeCted by their Land- 
ladies (who cheat them ofone half, if they fpend the other) as a Father 
is by his Sow-ia-Law, who has Beggar’d himfelf to give him a good Pores 
tion with his Daughter.

In anfwer to which, he innocently returns this Comph- 
ment, Sure never any Sea-faring Son of a Whore had ever fuch a good Moe 
ther upon {bore as I have. Ounds, Mother, let me bave a Bucket jul! of 
Punch, that we may Swim and Tofs in an Ocean of good Ligour, like a 
couple of little Pinks in the Bay of Bifcay. I always fad, faid fhe, thou wert m3 
Beft Boy: Well, Pil go and prepare thee fuch a Bowl, that every Cup thou drinx’ fi 
on’t, (ball make thee wifb for aLoving Sweetheart. Now you talk of that, 
Mother, how does Sifter Betty? She's very well, fays old SucksPocket : j’oor 
Girl, {he'll be at bome prefently, I expect her every Minute, I believe {be bas 
ask’d after you athoufand times fince you have been o2 Board.

In this Interim, whilft fhe was mixing up a Sea-Cordiai for her 
adopted Sea Calf, John happens to return from his enquiry after a Voy- 
age.

Here 
John, fili a Leng Pipeof Tobacco: Well, Sow John, you fay you'll let your 
Mothers Friend have your Room, Child, wont you? I don’t care, not 1, fays 
the Foolifh Lubber, be may hat and he wool, I think I hant long to fray 


with you; I know now I have fpent my Fifty Pound with you, you want to 
be rid of wie. 


By this time the Bowl was juft begun between Mother and Son; and who 
Should ftep in, in the lucky Minute, but Sifter Betty; and there was fuch a 
wonderful Mefs of Slip-Slop lick’d up between Brother Bat and Sitter Ber, 
that mo two Friends met by accident in a Foreign Plantation could

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_ By this time our Punch was exhaufted; and remembring we had 
fieard of a Famous Amphibeous Houfe of Entertainment, compounded 
of one half Tavern, and other Mafick-houfe, made us willing to dedi- 
cate half an hour to what Diverfion we might there meet with. Ac= 
cordingly we left the old Sabrile Beldem and her young Ffilting Fricatrix, 
to empty the Fools Cap of his Nine Months Earnings, and fend his 
Hu and his Pockets to Sea again, as empty as his Noddle. 


As foon as we canie to the Sign of the Spiritual Helmet, fuch as the 
High Priefts us’d to wear when they bid defiance to the Devil, we no 
fooner enter’d the Houfe, but we heard Fiddles and Hoitboys, together 
with a Hum-drum Organ, make fuch incomparable Mufick, that had 
the Harmonious Grunting of a Hog, been added as a Bafe to the rae 
vifhing Concert of Caterwauling Performers, in the height of their ex- 
tafic, the unufualnefs of the found could not have render’d it toa Nice 
Ear more Engaging.

No Gild- 
ing, Carving, Colouring, or good Contrivance, was here wanting to 
Mluftrate che Beauty of this moft Noble Academy; where a good Ge- 
nius may Learn with fafety to abominate Vice; and a bad Genius, 
with as much danger to Practice it The Room, by its compa& Or- 
der and coitly Improvements, looks fo far above the ufe its now con- 
verted to, That the Seats are more like Pews than Boxes; and the 
upper-end being divided by a Rail, looks more like a Chancel than 
a Maufick-Loft . That I could not but imagine it was built for an Oarex

fee an Antick,whofe Poiture would provoke Laughter as much asthe Damb 
Mazin the Red-Cap, when his Brains are agitated by a Cup of Porters 
Comfort. When he had fhow’d us the moft Coftly Part of his 
Tippling Conveniency, he brought us into the Kitchen, which was Rail’d 
in with asmuch Pomp, as if nothing was to be Drefs’d init, but a Dinner 
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fora Prince. Over-head hung a Harmonious Chow of Cazary-Birds, Sing 
ing; and under them, a parcel of Sea-Galls, Drinking’; who made fuch 
ordinary Figures, in fo fine a Room, that they look’d as homely as a Bantam 
Ambaffador in one of the Kings Coaches. From thence he Usher’d us 
down Stairs, into a Sabteranean Sanctuary, where his Swaday Friends may 
be Protected from the Infolence of Charch-Wardens, who every Surday, like 
Good Chriftians, break the Sabbath themfelves, to have the Leatchery of 
Punnifhing others for the fame Fault. Round this Sots Retirinc- Room, 
were Painted as many Maggots asever crawl’d outofan old Chefbire Cheese ; 
in one Pannel a parcel of drunken Women tormenting the Devil, fome 
plucking him by the Nofe, like St. Da/faz; fome fpewing upon his 
Worfhip, and others endeavouring to pifs his Eyes out; and many o- 
ther fuch like Whimfies.

to the Danes Church; it feeming, by the out-fide, to be avery Regu- 
Jar and Commodious Building: Which put me upon an Enquiry of my 
Friend, whether ever he had feen the infide? Who told me Yes; and 
that it was a very Neat and well Compact Tabernacle, but the Con- 
gregation to whom it appertain’d, were fuch a parcel of poor Wainfcote 
Fac’d Chriftians, they were enough to fcare an Englifh Parfon out of the 
Pulpit were he to afcend amongit ’m; and Stunk fo of Pitch and Tar, 
that as foon as ever I had clap’d my Nofe into the Church, I thought 
my felf between Decks.

which, in Ridicule of Fragrant Fumes that arife from Mufty Rotten old 
Rags, and Burnt Old Shoes, is call’d by the {weet Name of Rofemary-Laze ; 
where fuch a Numberlefs Congregation of [!l-Favour’d Maukins were ga- 
ther’d together with their Hand-Baskets, That we thought a Fleet of 
Frexch Proteftants had been juft arriv’d ; and were newly come on Shore 
with Bag & Bagzage,to implore the Charity of Exg/i{b well difpofed Chri- 
ftians, to fhelter them trom the terrible Perfecution of Rags, Lice, and 
Poverty: But upona truc Inquifition into the meaning of this Tatter’d 
Multitude being affembled in this furprizing manner, we were inform’d,

worth Picking at; or like a Parfons Hogs on a Monday Morning, rout- 

ing abcut a Church-yard to find a S--——nce worth biting art. 


The adjacent Magiftrates, we were inform’d, had us’d the utmoft of 
their endeavours to fupprefs their Meeting, but to no purpofe; for their 
Number bids defiance to all Moleftation, and their Impudence and Poverty 
are fuch, that they fear neither Goal nor Punifhment. You may here 
fee the very fcum of the Kingdom in a Body confifting of more Rag- 
ged Regiments, than ever, I believe, were mufter’d together at any other 
Rendezvouz fince the Worlds Creation. Its a rare place for a Mifer 
to lay his Letchery at a {mall expence ; for Twopence'will go as far here 
in Womans Flefh, as halfa Crown at Madam Quarles, and with much 
lefs danger of Repenting his Bargain. Its a very Healthful part of the 
Town, to cure Lazy People of the Yellow Jaundies ; for Body-Lice are 
fo plenty, that I dare engage they may have them without buying. It’s 
a good Market for Country Farmers to buy their Scarecrows at; for 
Jet them but Bargain with the Rag Women to drefs ’cm up fome Maukins 
in imitation of themfelves, they need not fear but fright the Birds out 
of their Corn, and the Hogs out of their Peafe-field; for I obferved 
every Dog that came by fcowrd thro’ ’em with as much expedition 
as an offending Soldier that runs the Gantlet thro a Regiment. Some 
ofthem, who by many years indultry, having conquer’d the difficul- 
ties of this World, and rais’d themfelves to the prodigal pitch of Twenty 
Shillings before-hand, were crept into little Huts and Holes, about as big 
as a Dog-kennel, and Lorded it over the poor Street-fitting-Vagabonds, 
like a Country Juftice of Peace over his poor Neighbours. The We- 
men that cry Pancakes, andthe Girls that cry Diddle, Diddle, Dumplins 
bo, were wonderful bufy amongft’em; and feveral little Ale-houfes are 
already crept inamongft ’em, to - ’em of their pence as faft as they

Yer this obferv ition & made, That emongt a!l thac J 
weld, as Tpais’d chro’ “om, F ifaw aot one melancholy or dcjeced 
ance arsongit ’em; but hows in their Looks more Cone 
entand Cheariulnets than you fhati hiudain an Allembly of Great and 
Rich Men on a Publick Feitival. rom whence we may Acaionably 
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their Circumitances once atect their thoughts, and become an Object 
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Suit, with an old tafhion’d Silver Hilted Sword, tuck’d up tothe Waffe 
Band of his Breeches, in a Jong Wig, buckled up in {mall Rings, as if 
like an old Cavaliers Whiskers, every Hau had been turn’d up with Gume 
water, the Curles hanging | | 
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but taking Notice of his Complefance, { ask’d my Friet id, if ie had any 
acquaintance with ‘ca ° Wh 0 told me, he had feen him fometimes at the 
Green Dragon Tavern, but had little knowledge of him, any ether than 
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that he had heard feveral Odd Stories of him, from fome who ufe the 
Houfe, that are much better acquainted with him: He is very Famous 
among thofe that know him, for Three Slovenly Negleéts, viz. He very 
{-ldom Wathes his Hands, or Face ; very rarely Prufbes his Hat; and 
never Combs his Wig but when he gees to Church, which is not above 
Once ina “Pwelve-Month; for he is a Man of no extraordinary Prin- 
ciples, but one who has run thro’ a Great many Cunning Proteffions 
without fuccefs, as Alerchant, Brower, Lawyer, crc, and failing in all, is 
at latt, thro’ a Natural Propenfity to exert bis Wits, turn’d Sharper.

We now return’d back again to our buzzing Metropolis, the City ; 
where Honefty and Plain-Dealing were lay’d afide, to purfue the wonder- 
ful Expeétancies fo many Thoulands had from a mixture of Projectors 
Kyavery and their own Folly. The Gazett and Pojf-Papers lay by NegleCted; 
and nothing was purr’d over in the me penn but the Ticket-Catalogues : 
No talking of the Fadilee, the want of a current Trade with Frawce, or 
the Scotch Settlement at Darien; nothing buzz’d about by the Purblind 
Trumpeters of State-News, but Blank and Benefit. My Son had Five 
Pounds in fuch a Lottery, but got nothing ;my Daughter, {ays another, had 
but Five Shillings, and got the ‘Iwenty Pound Prize. People Running up 
and down the Streets in Crowds and Numbers, as if one end of the 
Town was on Fire, and the other were running to help ’em off with 
their Goods. One ftream of Coachmen, Footmen, Prentice-Boys, and Servant- 
Wenches, flowing one way, with wonderful hopes of getting an Eftate for 
Three Pence. Kyichts, Efquires, Gentlemen, and ‘Traders, Marryd Ladies, 
Virgin-Madams, Filts, Concubines, and Stampets, Moving on Foot, in Sedaws, 
| D Charriots, 








Charriots,and Coaches,another way ; witha Pleating ExpeCtancy of cet. 
ting Six Hundred a Year for a Crown. 


Thus were all the Foo/s in Town fo bufily imploy’d in running to one 
Lottery or another, that it was as much as Loudon could do, to conjure to- 
gether fuch Numbers of Avaves as might Cheat ’em fait enough of their 
Money. The Unfortunate crying out as they went along, ad Cheat, a 
Cheat, a Confounded Cheat, nothing of Fairnefs iv’t. The Fortunate, in Op- 
pofition to the other, Cryznz, "Tis all Fair, all Pair, the Faireft Adventure 
that everwas Drawn: And thus every body, according to their fuccefs, 
expreffing varioufly their Sentiments. Tho’ the Loofers, who may be 
faid ro bein the Wrong of it to venture their Moncy, were moft Right 
in‘their Conception; and the Gainers, who were in the Right of it, to 
their Opinion of the matter: For LT have much ado to forbear believing 
that Lach in a Bag,isalmolt as Hone{t as Fortune iz a Wheel, or any other 
of the like Projects. Truly, fays my Friend, I confefs I cannot con- 
ceive any extraordinary Opinion of the Fairnefs of any Lottery; for I 
am very apt to belive, when ever fuch a Number of Foo/s fall intoa 
Kwaves Hand, he will make the moft of ’em; and I think the Parlia- 
ment could not have given the Nation greater Affurances of their efpe- 
cial regard to the Well-fare of the Publick, than by fuppreffing all Lotteries, 
which only ferve to bouy up the miftaken Multitude with Dreams of 
Golden Showers, to the expence of their Money, which with hard Labour 
they have Earn’d; and often to the Neglect of their Bufinefs, which 
doubles the Inconveniency. The Gentry indeed might make it their Diver- 
- fion,but the common People make it a great part of their Care and Bufinefs, 

hoping thereby to relieve a Neceffitous Life; inftead of which, they 
plung themfelves further into an Ocean of Difficulties. What if one 
Manin Ten Thoufand gets Five Hundred Pounds, what Benefir is that 
tothe reft, who have flruggled hard for Fools Pence to make up the Sum, 


which perhaps falls to one who ftood not in need of Fortunes 
Favours 


Prethee, fays my Friend, let’s go to Mercers-Chappel, and fee how the 
Crowd behave themfelves there: Ten to one but we fhall find fome- 
thing or other that may be Diverting to our felves, and worth rendering 
to the Publick. Accordingly we directed our felves thither; to which 
Rendezvous of Adventurers, as weil as our felves, abundance of Fools 
from all parts of the Town were flocking; none fhewing a Defparing 
Countenance, but all exprefling as much hopes in their Looks, 
as if every one had had an aflurance froma Moor-fields Conjurer of ha- 
ving the great Prize. Some being thoughtful how to Improve it, fhould 
it fo happen; fome, how happily they’d Enjoy it; Women, what fine 
Cloaths they’d Wear; Maids, what handfome Husbands they’d have ; 
Beaus, what fine Wigs they’d Wear; and Sots, what rare Wine they’d 
Drink; the Religious, what Charicable Works they’d do; and youn 
Libertines, what fine Whoresthey’d keep. Inthe Porch, or Entry of the 
Hall, wasa Bookfellers-Shop; where they Sold the Printed Benefits, for 
which the People were fo Impatient, that there could not be more claw- 
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ing among Mumpers at a Noblemans Gate, (when he goes out of the 
Town) at the diftribution of his Charity. Wath much ado we crowded 
into the Hall, where Young and Old, Rich and Poor, Gentle and Simple, 
were mix’d higgle-de-piggle-de, all gaping for a Benefit, like fo many 
Fortunes Minions, waiting fora Windfal from the Blind Ladies Golden 
Pippin Tree, whilft the Projector and the Honourable Truftees fat Laugh- 
ing in their Sleeves, to fee fair Play dealt out to the attentive Affembly, 
whofe avaritious Hearts went a Pit-a-Pat at the Drawing of every 
Ticket. 


Every now and then, when a Benefit arofe, fome impatient Novice 
or other crying out, That’s mine; buffling up to the Truftees, producing 
his Ticket to prevent that Praud, which, ‘tho’ he had ventur’d his Money, 
he was fearful might be Practicable amongft em. It fometimes proving 
that the Adventurer had miftaken his Number, or the Number that was 
Drawn to the Benefit, which unhappy Miftake would be fuch a difap- 
pointment to’em,that their filly Looks would render ’em a Laughing-{tock 
to the whole Congregation of Fortunes Courtiers, every one equally big 
with the hopes of being the only Favourite. 


My Friend and I having no pretence, or title to be rank’d, by any acci- 
dent, in the number of the Fortunate, having Ventur’d nothing in their 
plaufible piece of Uncertainty, thought ic not worth our while to fpend 
any further time amongft ’em, but concluded to march about our Bufinefs, 
and leave the numerous Sons and Daughters of Fortune, to flatter them- 
felves with the vain hopes of their Mothers kindnefs, Going, when we 
came out, to a neighbouring Coffee-Houfe, where we {moak’d a Pipe, and 
confulted of fome New Meafures to take in our next Spy; which having 
agreed on, we retir’d home, where I {cribled o’er the following Lines up- 
on Lotteries, with which I shall conclude.
